Mr. Cepeda, who was in hiding in 
Mexico City during the Huerta dicta­ 
torship, left Vera Cruz for Tampico 
to meet General Carranz.a. 
Jose B. Castellet, personal repre­ 
sentative of .Mr. Carbajal, conveyed 
this information to Secretary Bryan. 
Messrs. Mangel, Novelo and Urueta 
merely have volunteered their serv­ 
ices and have no credentials from 
Carbajal. 
A truce will be declared 
during the negotiations. 
The Carbajal envoy has been in­ 
structed to ask for a complete am ­ 
nesty for political offenders and guar­ 
antees of protection to the lives and 
property of the Mexican people gen­ 
erally.

DRASTIC ACTION 
PROBABLE 


President Hopes for Peace in Haiti 
and San Domingo. 
Washington, July 24.—Drastic ac­ 
tion by the United States government 
in Haiti and San Domingo is immi­ 
nent, but no steps of force will be 
taken until every effort is made to 
settle by peaceful means revolutions 
in the two countries. 
President Wilson explained to in­ 
quirers the position of the American 
government toward the two republics 
as one of much anxiety. 
He said marines had been concen­ 
trated In the vicinity of the island to

Washington, July 24.—Sudden with­ 
drawal by President Wilson of his 
nomination of Thomas I). Jones of 
Chicago to be a member of the fed­ 
eral reserve board ended the hitter 
controAersy over his confirmation in 
the senate. 
Letters that passed between 
the 
president and Mr. Jones accompanied 
the executive message and showed 
that the Chicago man requested the 
action and that the president com­ 
plied with some regret that the fight 
could not be carried through to a fin­ 
ish. 
Senator Reed of Missouri, one of 
the Democrats who has opposed the 
Jones appointment, had just finished 
a passionate attack on the Interna­ 
tional H arvester company, of which 
the nominee is a director, and of those 
responsible for its organization and 
operation, when the withdrawal shut 
off further debate. 
“The time has come when discrim­ 
inations against particular classes of 
men should be absolutely laid aside 
and discarded as unworthy of the 
counsels of a great people,'' said the 
president in his letter to Mr. Jones. 


Militant Tone Pervades Letter. 


“Partisan prejudice" and “class an 
tagonism ’’ were decried and a mili­ 
tant tone pervaded the entire epistle. 
Opposition to the nominee had been 
based on his connection with the H ar­ 
vester company, which is under in­ 
dictment as a trust, and the senate 
banking committee had submitted a 
majority report adverse to confirma­ 
tion, signed by all the Republican and 
two Democratic members. 
Mr. Jones wrote that this report 
was “based on a distortion of facts 
and perversion of the truth.” but ex­ 
pressed the opinion that as a result of 
the contest, even if the nomination 
were confirmed by tile senate, his use­ 
fulness as a member of the reserve 
board would be seriously impaired. 
At the White House it was said the 
president’s action t * not indicate 
that there had been anv change in his 
determination to insist upon the con­ 
firmation of Paul M. Warburg, w h o se 
nomination to the reserve board also 
is being opposed. 
Nothing has been heard from Mr. 
Warburg in regard to his appearance 
before the banking committee.
